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Status of the Claims 
Claims 1-2 and 5-19 were rejected in the Office Action of 10 February 2006. 
Claim 1 is currently amended to incorporate the subject matter of now cancelled claim 
4. This does not affect the grounds of rejection, and the Examiner maintains the 
rejections on the grounds stated. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 9 June 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Uzoh does not teach the limitation that the first positive 
potential to be a pulsed potential with a waveform because Uzoh teaches decreasing 
the applied cun^ent as the thickness of the layer decreases. The applicant's argument 
seems to be that since Uzoh teaches decreasing the current as the thickness of the 
layer is decreased, then each pulse of current will have a slightly less current than the 
previous pulse. Assuming arguendo that Uzoh should be interpreted as such, Uzoh 
would still not be distinguished from the claimed invention because the claims do not 
specify that each of pulse would be exactly the same current as the previous pulse, and 
such an interpretation cannot be inferred from the claim language under the broadest 
reasonable interpretation.
